Lieut. Hobson and six men were chosen and at 3 o'clock on Friday morning the Memmac under her own steam, entered th» 


channel under the terrible Spanish fire. 
The vessel was riddled with projectiles, but she anchored and swung around

Hobson then set off an internal torpedo with an electric attachment. 
There was an explosion, the Merrimac sank, the channel was 


closed and apparently Oervera will be unable to escape.

AH know that the beetle has the curi- 


ous projecting eye, very rfmllnr to the 
sort one soinetlnifs aces in mnn him- 
self. Tho eye la large and lound, or 
almost so. Tt can hardly be called n 
perfect sphere, for It la slightly convex 
In hhfipc. Such insects bnvc eyes called 
compound, formed not of one lens, but 
of several hundreds, set Bide by bide, 
like ccla In ft honoycomb. 


Dr. Allen, of England, the 
fnmoiis 


scientist, us well aa physician, look tlio 
cornea of the eye of u beetle and em- 
ployed It In place of the usual photo- 
graphic lens of thu camera used lor 
making photographs, of microscopic ob- 
jects. A silhouette of a head wns past- 
ed on n. piece of ground glass and a 
lomp placed behind It. A photographic 
dry plate ^ns exposed to the liglilt com- 
ln>g through the beetle's eye from the 
allhotictte and developed in the usual 
manner. 


The resulting multigraph was circu- 


lar, ntid contained several 
hundred 


tmagee of th'e profile—ouc, indeed, for 
each facet of the eye. It uecms. reason- 
ably clear *lmt insects form their judg- 
ments of distance from such multiple 
Images, depending upon the po«er of 
jach facet to rffract light raj s. The 
nearer the object the greater would 
be the area covered by the image* or 
lha retina.—Cincinnati Enquirer.
